faces, more news and sociability in this whirlwind period of time. "Merry 
New Years" echoed from somber walls as patrons toasted to the health and 
wealth of friends. The glowing warmth from the fireside mixed with the 
"cheer" inside kindled a festive moment that made a deep impression on the 
poet's mind when he poured out his soul in verse.

In the 1919 History of Bellingham on page 51 
reference is made to "Cleopatra, a girl of color 
aged 16 years".

These are the things that chall- 
enge a researcher and Mr. Wentzel provided the 
missing clue after visiting the Warfield cemet- 
ery in South Hopedale, opposite to the Rosenfeld 
sand processing plant. Cleopatra is buried bes- 
ide her brother, Jacob Brown,who died July 30, 
1821 at the age of 30 years. 

The following is engraved on her tombstone: 


17,1970 


"Cleopatra Brown 
(A ein ole colour) 
Daughter of Sally Brown 
Died Jan. 10, 181) 
Aged 15 years 
and 10 months." 


There are two lines underneath but only a few 
words are readable. 

On entering the cemetery through the center 
opening in the street wall, proceed straight 
ahead to the far back section where three grave- 
stones are standing and the middle one belongs 
to Cleopatra. Through a passing reference in 
the 1919 book,Cleopatra has received recognition 
that makes her a part of our heritage while the 
others »ass on into oblivion ! Her mother join- 
the Baptist church on Nov. 3, 1822. Her real 
name is "Sarah Brown", Nickname--"Sally".
